ANNUAL   REPORT  OF  THE 


The  Chair  was  occupied  by  Bro. -Colonel  Waring,  M.P.,  D.G.M., 
and  the  Vice-Chan-  by  Bro.  Hugh  Bell,  G.T.,  D.M.  No.  1. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  with  prayer,  and  a  portion  of  Scrip- 
tui%  read  by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  D.G.C. 

The  minutes  of  the  half-yearly  meeting  held  in  Warrenpoint  on 
8th  November,  1894,  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Apologies  were  received  from  Bros.  Lord  Arthur  Hill,  M.P.,  G.M., 
William  Johnston,  M.P.,  G.S.,  Rev.  Canon  Crozier,  D.G.C,  Rev.  J.  H, 
Chapman,  D.G.C,  Rev.  C  K.  Pooler,  D.G.C,  Rev.  John  M'Cracken, 
D.G.C,  Rev.  S.  S.  Holmes,  D.G.C,  Rev.  H.  W.  Lett,  D.C,  R,  A. 
Waddell,  M.G.C,  William  Bell,  D.D.M.,  No.  1,  Henry  Briggs,  D.S., 
No.  2,  and  Alexander  Ardiss,  D.T.,  No.  9. 

The  Committee  of  the  G.O.L.I.  sent  down  the  following  report : 

"  Having  read  the  Ceremonial  of  Installation  of  Officers  of  Orange 
Lodges  forwarded  by  the  County  Down  G.O.L.,  we  consider  that  it  is 
too  long  and  complicated  to  be  generally  adopted,  and  in  some  portions 
impracticable.  We  would  suggest  that  a  short  and  simple  form  of 
installation  should  be  authorised  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  might  be 
used  in  the  installation  of  Officers  in  a  Private  Lodge  if  desired  by  the 
members  thereof." 

Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  D.G.C,  said  that  Bro.  M'Connell  and 
himself  had  again  considered  the  ceremony,  and  had  struck  out  the 
address  of  the  presiding  officer  to  the  brethren. 

It  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Major  Blackwood  Price, 
D.D.M.,  No.  5,  and  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  D.G.C — 
"  That  the  Installation  of  Officers  Ceremonial,  as  amended,  be  approved 
of  and  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  for  reconsideration." 

A  report  as  to  the  Bangor  Lodges,  signed  by  Bro.  Rev.  Canon 
Crozier,  D.G.C,  and  Bro.  Major  Price,  D.D.M.,  two  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  these  Lodges,  was  handed  in. 
Bro.  Gaw,  D.M.,  No.  11,  objected  to  the  report,  as  he  had  not  been 
summoned  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  committee.  This  was  con- 
sidered fatal,  and  the  report  was  not  considered.  It  was  then  resolved, 
on  the  motion  of  Bro.  J.  Alex.  M'Connell,  D.G.S.,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Alex.  H.  Gordon,  D.M.,  Ko.  5— ''That  Bros.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler, 
D.G.C,  Hugh  Bell,  G.T.,  Robert  Brown,  D.G.T.,  and  John  Stuart, 
D.D.M.,  No.  4,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  Bangor,  and  hold  a 
meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Institution  to  consider  what  should  be 
done  to  revive  the  dormant  Lodges,  and  to  suggest  such  steps  as  they 
may  consider  advisable  for  the  benefit  of  the  Order  in  that  district." 


COUNTY  DOWN  GRAND  ORANGE  LODGE. 


With  reference  to  Donacloney  Orange  Hall,  a  letter  from  Bro. 
Colonel  Waring,  M.P.,  D.G.M.,  dated  13th  November,  1894,  was  read, 
in  "which  Bro.  Waring  declined  to  interfere  in  the  matter.  Another 
letter  from  Mr.  Hugh  Hayes,  Solicitor,  Lnrgan,  dated  20th  December, 
1S94,  was  received  as  to  the  willingness  of  Mr.  T.  B.  Brown  to  grant  a 
Lease  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hall.  Explanations  as  to  the  difficulties 
were  given  by  Bro.  Colonel  Waring  and  Bro.  Robert  Ruddock,  D.M. 
No.  8,  and  it  was  decided  to  take  no  further  action  in  the  matter. 

Suggestions  were  made  by  several  Brethren  as  to  the  handing  over 
of  all  the  Orange  Halls  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland,  so  as  to  prevent 
many  of  these  troubles  as  to  Leases,  &c. 

Application  from  L.O.L.  359,  No.  2  District,  for  permission  to 
admit  Edward  Quinn  into  the  Institutipn,  his  father  having  been  a 
Roman  Catholic,  was  granted  by  a  large  majority. 

Bye-laws  of  "Bathfriland  Temperance  Guiding  Star"  L.O.L.  976, 
No.  3  District,  were  approved  of. 

An  application  for  the  renewal  of  Warrant  of  L.O.L.  75,  No.  8 
District,  in  the  name  of.  Bro.  Wesley  Castles,  was  granted. 

On  the  motion  of  Bro.  William  Ore,  D.M.,  No.  9,  seconded  by 
Bro.  T.  R,  Lavery,  D.M.,  No.  4,  it  was  resolved — "  That  this  Grand 
Lodge  desires  to  express  its  strong  disapproval  of  L.O.L.  530,  No.  8 
District,  for  admitting  Bro.  Samuel  Colman  into  its  membership  with- 
out having  obtained  his  Certificate." 

An  application  was  received  from  seven  brethren  to  obtain  a 
Warrant  for  a  lodge  to  sit  in  Bangor,  under  No.  14  District.  The 
application  was  found  to  be  informal,  and  it  was  returned. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Bro.  M'Kee  Barry,  D.M.  No.  15,  dated 
30th  April,  1895,  complaining  that  Bro.  David  M 'Master  had  refused  to 
sign  the  lease  for  the  Comber  Orange  Hall,  and  had  taken  upon  him- 
self the  entire  management  of  the  Hall. 

Bro.  Alex.  H.  Goedon,  D.M.  No.  5  proposed,  Bro.  Rev.  Canon 
Smyth,  D.G.C.,  seconded,  and  it  was  resolved — "That  the  former 
Comber  Hall  Committee,  viz. :  Bros.  Rev.  Canon  Crozier,  D.G.C.,  Robt. 
Brown,  D.G.T.,  and  Major  Price,  D.D.M.  No.  5,  be  re-appointed  to 
interview  Bro.  David  M 'Master,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  they  may 
consider  necessary  to  have  the  lease  signed,  and  the  hall  properly 
managed." 

The  Deputy  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  Lodges  982,  1074,  326, 
and  547  had  broken  Law  79,  in  electing  their  officers  in  the  wrong 
month,  and  that  Lodges  129,  677,  and  1678  had  broken  Law  10,  in 
printing  the  private  business  of  the  Lodge  meetings  in  the  Weekly  News 
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The  various  District  Officers  concerned  promised  to  use  their 
influence  to  have  the  Laws  carried  out. 

The  adoption  of  a  suggestion  received  from  Lecale  District  Lodge, 
that  the  Officers  and  Committee  of  private  lodges  should  be  elected  by 
ballot,  was  defeated  by  a  small  majority. 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  Ireland 
directed  that  special  attention  should  be  called  to  the  following  Rules  : 

Rule  10 — As  to  printing,  &c. 

„    67 — As  to  G.M.'s  visiting  Districts. 

„    20 — As  to  Returns  cannot  be  confirmed  unless  Members  of 
the  Lodge  be  present. 

Proposed  by  Bro.  William  Orr,  D.M.  No.  9,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Robert  Brown,  D.G.T.,  and  resolved — "  That  a  recommendation  be 
sent  to  each  District  to  the  following  effect : — That  at  all  sermons 
preached  to  the  Orangemen  on  the  Sunday  previous  to  12th  July,  and 
attended  by  Orangemen,  the  Collection  taken  up,  or  at  least  half  of 
them,  should  be  devoted  to  the  Enniskillen  Memorial  Orphan  Fund." 

Proposed  by  Rev.  John  Stuart,  D.D.M.  No.  4,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Major  Blackwood  Price,  D.D.M.  No.  5,  and  resolved — "That  a  sum 
of  Ten  Pounds  sterling  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  County  Down 
Grand  Lodge  to  the  Enniskillen  Memorial  Fund." 

It  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  R,  Brown,  D.M.  No.  18, 
seconded  by  Bro.  Major  Price,  D.D.M.  No.  5 — "That  the  County 
Down  Grand  Orange  Lodge  have  heard  with  pleasure  of  the  approach- 
ing visit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  to  Holy  wood,  on  Wednesday, 
5th  June,  1895,  and  hereby  appoint  Bros.  Rev.  Canon  Crozier,  D.G.C., 
John  Forsythe,  D.D.M.,  No.  14,  Hugh  Bell,  G.T.,  J.  Alex.  M'Connell, 
D.G.S.,  and  John  Malcolm,  D.S.,  No.  14,  a  committee  to  make  all  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  entertaining  the  Grand  Lodge  and  pro- 
moting the  success  of  the  meeting." 

Proposed  by  Bro.  Orr,  D.M.  No.  9,  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev. 
Robert  Oswald,  D.M.  No.  3,  and  resolved — "That  a  sum  of  Five

Apologies  for  non-attendance  were  received,  and  accepted  from 
Bros.  Rev.  John  M'Cracken,  D.G.C,  Rev.  Canon  J.  H.  Duke,  D.G.C, 
Rev.  W.  F.  Legge,  D.G.C,  Rev.  C  K.  Pooler,  D.G.C,  Rev.  S.  S. 
Holmes,  D.G.C,  Rev.  J.  H.  Chapman,  D.G.C,  Rev.  John  Connell, 
D.G.C,  Henry  Briggs,  D.S.  No.  2,  E.  H.  C  Biggar,  M.C.C,  and  James 
Johnston,  M.C.C 

A  printed  copy  of  the  Ceremonial  for  the  Installation  of  Officers 
was  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  for  revision.  Bros.  Rev.  L.  A. 
Pooler,  D.G.C,  Rev.  J.  D.  Crawford,  D.G.C,  and  William  Orr,  D.M. 
No.  9,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  consider  the  matter.  Subse- 
quently the  committee  reported  favourably  of  the  Ceremonial,  and  it 
was  approved  of  without  any  alterations  on  the  proposition  of  Bro. 
WiM.  Orr,  D.M.  No.  9,  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  J.  D.  Crawford,  D.G.C. 

Bro.  Stuart,  D.D.M.  No  4,  reported  that  he  had  not  succeeded  in 
holding  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
Bangor  Lodges,  but  that  he  had  summoned  the  Bangor  brethren  to 
attend  at  the  Orange  Hall,  Bangor,  on  Friday,  22nd  November,  1895. 
Some  of  the  members  appointed  at  May  found  it  inconvenient  to  attend 
a  meeting  in  Bangor  at  night,  and  it  was  considered  advisable  to 
appoint  a  new  committee.  Accordingly  it  was  proposed  by  Bro.  Rev. 
Canon  Crozier, D.G.C  ,  seconded  by  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  D.G.C, and 
resolved — "  That  a  new  committee  be  appointed  to  meet  the  Bangor 
brethren  on  the  22nd  November,  1895,  viz.,  Bro.  Stuart,  D.D.M.  No.  4, 
Hugh  Bell,  G.T.,  and  John  Forsythe,  D.D.M,  No.  14." 
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Bro.  Eev.  Canon  Crozeer,  D.G.C.,  in  reference  to  the  Bangor 
Lodges  Committee,  explained  that  he  had  summoned  Bro.  Wm.  Gaw, 
D.M.  No.  11,  to  attend,  and  received  a  reply  to  the  effect  that  he  (Bro. 
Gaw)  could  not  attend  an  evening  meeting.  As  an  evening  meeting 
suited  the  Bangor  brethren,  he  (Bro.  Crozier)  did  not  summon  Bro. 
Gaw  to  attend  the  one  at  which  the  report  referred  to  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  County  Lodge  had  been  drawn  up. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Bro.  E.  F.  Campbell  stating  that  for  the 
£[0  subscribed  to  the  Enniskillen  Memorial  Orphan  Fund  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  entitled  to  two  votes  in  perpetuity. 

Proposed  by  Bro.  Wm.  Johnston,  M.P.,  G.S.,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Rev.  H.  W.  Lett,  D.C.  No.  9,  and  resolved— "  That  the  Grand  Master 
and  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Down  be  endowed  with  votes  for  the 
Enniskillen  Memorial  Orphan  Fund.'7 

A  further  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Orphan  Fund 
requesting  that  every  Lodge  in  the  County  should  be  urged  upon  to 
contribute. 

Bro.  Rev.  Canon  Crozier,  D.G.C.,  presented  Report  from  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  the  Comber  Orange  Hall. 

It  appeared  that  Bro.  M'Master,  one  of  the  two  surviving  Trustees  of  the 
Orange  Hall,  absolutely  refused  to  agree  to  any  terms  whereby  a  new  Lease 
would  be  drawn  up  and  new  Trustees  appointed.  The  following  is  the  text  of 
Bro.  M 'Master's  letter  :— 

"Comber,  October  14th,  1895. 

"  Rev.  SlE, — I  write  to  let  you  know  that  I  have  made  up  my  mind  to  abide 
by  the  covenants  contained  in  the  lease,  and  will  not  surrender  any  part  there- 
in, as  the  Trustees  are  the  parties  acknowledged  by  law.  I  will  not  act  with 
any  person  or  member  appointed  by  the  Orange  Lodges,  as  I  am  determined  to 
have  all  monies  collected  by  my  Solicitor,  and  give  a  true  account  of  all  monies 
I  may  have  in  hand  before  I  consent  to  any  change. — I  remain,  with  all  due 
deference,  yours  fraternally,  David  M'Master. 

"P.S. — As  soon  as  I  can  obtain  a  settlement  of  these  matters  I  will  give 
you  novice.— D.  M'M. 

"Canon  Crozier,  Holy  wood,  County  Down." 

The  Committee  further  reported  that  Bro.  M'Master  had  previously  offered 
to  consent  to  a  new  lease  on  the  following  terms  : — "  I  am  quite  willing  to  have 
a  new  lease,  and  I  am  willing  to  sign  on  the  following  conditions — To  have 
three  new  Trustees,  one  from  each  Lodge,  counting  myself  as  one,  with  Major 
Price  in  addition,  and  to  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  from  the  four 
Trustees.  The  Trustees  to  have  the  management  of  the  hall  affairs,  the  lifting 
of  the  rent  and  paying  of  rent,  and  all  other  expenses,  such  as  necessary  repairs 
and  the  letting  of  the  hall  for  all  loyal  purposes.  All  money  and  books  in  con- 
nection with  the  hall  to  be  kept  in  a  chest  in  the  hall,  and  each  Trustee  to  have 
a  key,  the  money  in  the  present  treasurer's  hands,  together  with  all  books,  to  be 
handed  over  to  the  incoming  Trustee,  said  Trustees  to  have  a  meeting  every 
three  months  to  square  accounts.     I  agree  to  what  is  on  this  paper." 

The  Committee  attended  at  Comber,  and  the  brethren  unanimously  agreed 
to  these  terms,  but  Bro.  M'Master  afterwards  refused  to  act  upon  them. 
Matters  are  thus  left  at  a  deadlock.

The  Returns  from  the  eighteen  Districts  were  taken  up,  and  all 
the  elections  confirmed. 

The  title  of  "  Carnew  Temperance"  L.O.  Lodge  was  approved  of 
for  No.  982,  No.  1  District. 

An  application  for  a  new  Warrant  for  a  Lodge  to  be  called  "  The 
Total  Abstainers  Loyal  Orange  Lodge",  to  meet  in  Newtownards,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  .No.  4  District,  in  the  name  of  Bro.  James  Green, 
W.M.,  was  approved  of  on  the  proposition  of  Bro  William  Johnston, 
M.P.,  G.S ,  seconded  by  Bro.  John  Stuart,  D.D.M.  No.  4. 

Bro.  Rev.  J.  D.  Cowan,  D.C.  No.  9,  lodged  a  complaint  against 
certain  of  the  members  of  L.O.L.  255,  No.  10  District,  for  holding  the 
keys  of  a  School-house.  It  appeared  that  No,  255  met  in  this  school 
for  years,  and  that  the  privilege  of  doing  so  was  granted  by  the  pre- 
vious Rector  of  the  Parish.  It  was  now  proposed  to  place  the  school 
under  the  National  Board,  and  the  possession  was  required.  Bro. 
Cowan  offered  to  grant  the  Lodge  permission  to  hold  its  meetings  in 
another  convenient  house.  The  members  refused  to  give  up  the  key. 
Bro.  Lord  Arthur  Hill  had  had  an  interview  with  some  of  the  members 
in  Banbridge,  but  could  not  get  the  matter  satisfactorily  settled. 

After  some  discussion,  it  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Bro.  Wm. 
Johnston,  M.P.,  G.S.,  seconded  by  Bro.  John  Stuart,  D.D.M.  No.  4 
— "  That  the  W.M.  of  L.O.L.  255  be  directed  to  hand  the  keys  of  the 
School-house  to  Lord  Arthur  Hill,  MP.,  Grand  Master  of  Down,  on  or 
before  the  1st  December,  1895,  and,  in  default  of  doing  so,  the  Warrant 
of  the  Lodge  to  be  suspended  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  County 
Grand  Lodge." 

The  Warrant  of  L.O.L.  2017,  No.  13  District,  was  suspended  until 
next  meeting  for  non-attendance  and  non-payment  of  dues. 

Bye-Laws  for  L.O.L.  1678,  No.  13  District,  were  considered  by  a 
Committee,  and  approved  of. 

Title  of  "  M'Calmont's  True  Blues"  was  granted  to  L.O.L.  No.  525, 
No.  16  District. 

A  complaint  was  received  from  the  W.M.  and  Officers  of  L.O.L. 
490,  No.  lt-1  District,  as  to  Bro.  Thomas  Nicholson,  past  W.M.,  holding 
the  banner  of  the  lodge,  and  refusing  to  surrender  it  to  the  Officers  or 
to  the  District  Master. 

Proposed  by  Bro  Rev.  L.  A.  Pooler,  D.G.C.,  seconded  by  Bro.  Major 
J.  N.  B.  Price,  D.D.M.  No.  5,  and  resolved— "  That  Bro.  Thomas 
Nicholson  be  directed  to  at  once  hand  over  the  banner  of  L.O.L.  490 
to  the  proper  officers  of  the  lodge,  and,  in  event  of  his  not  doing  so, 
that  he  be  expelled  from  the  Institution."

Institution  has  a  Government  in  office  supposed  to  be  friendly  to  the 
Institution,  the  time  has  arrived  to  ask  for  an  Act  of  Parliament  grant- 
ing the  Incorporation  of  the  Orange  Institution,  and  that  the  G.O.L.I. 
be  asked  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  this  carried  out."
